3. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The common technical feature between the species is sealing a fiber-based 
material to a counter surface by directing a laser beam though a fiber layer and melting 
polymer at a sealing area with a pigment at the sealing area to absorb a laser beam. 
Kammler et al. [DE19516726A1 , Machine Translation provided, herein "Kammler"]. 
Kammler discloses a method of welding paperboard sheets together. The method 
comprises providing paperboard base materials, a fiber-based material, that is coated 
with a polymeric material, abutting the polymeric coatings, sealing the base materials 
together by directing a laser beam though the base material to the polymeric coating to 
melt and weld the polymeric coatings together (pages 1 and 3). Kammler also discloses 
the radiation absorption is improved by including an absorption substance "pigment" in 
the weld areas (page 2). Because all of the common technical features are taught by 
Kammler, there is no common special technical feature.
